26 As a result of his sojourn in iloscow, Georg Dertinger had the following to . 
say about the viegs which have been expressed to the effect that the be- 
ginning of the end has come for the bourgeois parties, This opinion, 
Dertinger cleimed, could be completely refuted on the basis of firm promises 
made by Lioscon. To be sure, certain groups among the LDP mic¢ht lose a feu 
feathers in the neor future, but this is caused by the resistance of these 
groups to the necessary system of planned economy. In iioscowu, Dertinger 
was told that the entire Orient plus the German area is being organized vith 
in a unified, economic plan for the exchange of goods and services, and that 
the CDU has thus fer placed all its political thinking ot the service of this 
political conception just as mch aa the SED. But what particularly ccnfinced 
Dertinger of the sincerity of the Soviet intentions in regard to the CDU was 
the remark that the SED todey no longer does nor can promulgate an economic 
systen of a radical “arxist type and that this will be coven less possible in 
the futures all the more so, sinee the USSR, as the center of this great 
economic organization of countries and statos, 1s itself moving ever further - 
from primitive lerxiem. 


Ze Dertinger further stated that the CDU will no longer be merely a party 
tolerated by the USSR. ile was told that the so-called system of a Peoplets 
Democracy will not by any means be applied to the German area, The SED, to 
be sure, has adopted the view that the bloc system is gradually leading to 
the dissolution of the parties in favor of cne ruling party. There is no 
doubt that while Tyulpanev was runnin: the political life of the Russien Zone 
this view was shared by mary. Dertingertsa conversations in Voseow have left 
no doubt that Tyulpanov is not directing German policy Jn Moscow, but that he 
has on the contrary taken a professorship in Leningrad end no longer has any 
influence on German politics, 


4a Dertinger seid that he has a definite promise from Molotov and Vishinsky, 
as well as from other Moscow leaders, that the conversion of the Russian Zone 
into a People’s Democracy ie for many reasons no longer being considered, that it 
is in fact completely out of the question, Everyone in ilescow spoke to hin of 
the same program which is one of uniting © Germany at any price. In this comoction 
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he was told that in order to attain this gonl, which ie fereign relations 
problem number 1 of the USSR, the use of revolutionary-socialistic organisa- 
tions and programs is completely impossible, and that what is needed is a 
willingness on the pert of all organizations not directly controlled by Moscow 
to come to some rational agreenont. 


Yoscow realizes that the reputation of the CDU of the Russian Zone is not 

very high in weatern Germany and that it has been weakened mainly by the 
Genands of the SED, but Moscon considera that since the CDU of the Eastérn 

Zone will scarcely be able to astablish worthabile contacs with the Western 
Zone CDU, granting nrivileges, assistance or liberties to the CDU would only 
ba harmful and would have the opposite result to that desired. Cennectiona 
with western Gernany must be established and maintained in some other way 

than through the party. However, it is hoped that the impression will grow — 
that the position of the COU in the Russian Zone is by no means a mere tactical 
and temporary concession but rather results from genuine recognition of varying 
political vrinciples, 


Dertinger went on to say that Soviet policy on a grand scale is baeleally 

aimed st cooperation between the Bast and the fiest, so that the CDU must work 
for a long time as a nogotiator and willonly te able to play a decivise: part in 
pan-Germanic history at a moh later date. Dertinger emphasized that those 
views are Yoscon's. 


The first phase of the oastern approach to western Germany will consist of 

large economic offers, of attempts for barter, end of improved transportation 
relations. Realistic connections of all kinds between eastern and western 
Germany are scught by both sides, and the aotual political line will merely 
serve to bind together these connections. In the neantime it is necessary 

to incorporate the DDR within the Eastern European system by means of agreanents 
and treaties of 11 kinds mith the nations of the Soviet blee. Thiszcquivos 
within the Ruasian Zone a development which will greatly change the present 
war~time appoarance of the Zone. Tro Jatezt nlen is to establish the government 


' of the Russian Zone so firmly that eventually sound relations oztweon 


eagivrn and western Germany can be established. The Scviet Union fully realizes 
that ite sphere of iInfiueuce can never be extended to ull of Germany if the 

DDR becomes a People's Democracy, but the USSR also knows that a united Gernany 
will never form the basis for a People's Demgeracy. Yet with the support of the 
Soviet Union, a united Germany can heceva sn important factor in the attainment | 
of peace, :
